o ther bu sin ess as may lie deemed n eces­ 
sary to p ro mo te the in terest, an d carry 
o u t the liberal Po licy an d en lighten ed 
views o f the Demo cratic Rep u blican p arty 
o f this State.”

these co n ven tio n s we have n © reco rd. 
Tn e Sen ato rial district co n sisted o f the 
co u n ties o f Jo Dayiess, Ro ck Islan d,

Lee, al­ 
tho u gh Lee was n o t o rgan ized u n til after

settled. 
The company refused to aclede to 
the request, but stated a willingness to re­ 
mov e Wbisner and Chaffee, two of the most 
objectionable men. 
The strikers would not 
receiv e the proposition. 
When the strike 
was declaied at the Forty-fourth street 
yards, messengers were sent to 1 acking 
Town and other places to apprise switch­ 
men of the fact 
Engines 4J 7 and 4*3 were 
brought to the stock yards. 
J ames Berger, a "scab,” had charge of 
engine 22. 
At the “ request” of the striking 
switchmen he gav e up his engine. 
Berger 
soon after mado his appearance at F orty- 
third street and proceeded to assist in get­ 
ting up a train. 
He was warned to desist 
but refusing, was set upon by the strikers 
and kicked out of the yards. 
Later J ames 
Billings, a new man, attempted to make up 
a freight train. 
He was also “ requested 
to desist and a shower of car links caused 
him to accoed to the demand. 
Armour & 
Co. had eight cars of beef ready to send out. 
The engineers, at the “ request* of the 
strikers, left them behind. 
Hank White, 
of engine ‘200, on the way to the west side, 
was notified of the strike. 
He deliv ered his 
train and then quit. 
The switchmen intimate that they hav e 
been sold out and that some official receiv ed 
a boodle. 
Wednesday afternoon the ship­ 
ping department at the stock yards was 
ordered to receiv e no more stock for ship­ 
ment, and all stock in the yards billed ov er 
the Lake Shore was turned ov er to other 
eastern lines. 
The dissatisfied men held a 
meeting at night and unanimously decided 
to stand out for their demands.

bearer of the cream reached tho grounds, 
be or she would empty tho cream into one 
of the cans until it was filled. 
The cream 
came from all sorts of breeds of cows, and 
was of every .stage of sweetness and sour­ 
ness. 
¡Several analy ses have been made, 
but nothing positive has boen settled.

pic-nic was given in Pastor Schmetz’ honor 
to celebrate the third anniversary of his 
ministry of the German Reformed church. 
There were over 800 people present. 
Nearly 
every body ate more or less ice cream, y et 
there were 10J people who were not sick­ 
ened. 
()ne of the five doctors who had charge of 
the patients was seen by a correspondent 
Wednesday . 
He said: “1 believe that the 
poisoning was tho work of some devilish 
mischief-maker. 
The sy mptoms manifested 
by rpy patients are clearly thoso of arsen­ 
ical jioison. I am of tho opinion that arsenic 
in some form was put in the cream after the 
pic nic was under way . 
My reason for this 
view arises from the fact that three or four 
people who told me they ate the cream soon 
after it was frozen are perfectly well and 
have had no signs of sickness. 
The sick 
people are those who ate of the cream after 
it had been in the freezers half an hour. 
Any one so inclined could hive slipped 
arsenic in. 
I am try ing to discover who 
helped out the cream. 
It stomach- pumps 
had been used a t once no serious trouble 
would have ensued, but it was hours before 
we were called in, and the poison by that 
time had gone thoroughly through the sy s­ 
tem.”
